‘August, was the first Witness for the 
Gefense at the resumption of the trial 


teday. 
While his father was testifying, the 


prisoner sat with his face toward the 
§ury and paid no attention to him. 

“Gen. Hains testified that he discovered 
at an early period of Capt. Hains’ life 
that the boy was suffering from exces- 
give nervousness. He said the captain 
graduated at the Naval Academy at 


‘Annapolis in 1893, but did not enter the 
Naval service on account of defective 
eyesight. 

He described the conduct of Claudia 
Hiains teward her husband, the captain, 
during their early marriage as that 
pf a “loving wife.’’ He said they were 
wery happy until 1908. 

During the Porto Rican campaign the 
Captain, then a lieutenant of artillery, 
the 
\ general said, and they all suffered ex- 

vely from the sultry and bad cli- 
mate of the island. 

“Describe your son’s conduct at the 
battle of Guayama,” said Mr. McIn-

Acted Queer in Battle. 

“Tie was always getting In my way 
On the firing line,’’ replied the witness. 
“end when I told him to get away he 
paid I had no right to wear that big 
white helmet on the firing line.

Reverting to the earlier years of the 
defendant's life, the General said his 
gon would fly into a passion when con- 
tradicted and was subject to violent 
nightmares. He fell into the hatch- 
way of the steamer Pharos when he 
was 12 years old, striking on his head, 
and for a long time afterward suffered 
from nervous excitement and depressing 
headaches. 

“Slight noises always excited the boy 
and made him turn pale, the father said, 
end at 4 years of age he stuttered and 
@tammered very badly. This lasted for 
ten years, when he finally recovered 
from the affliction. 

Gen. Hains said the conduct of the 
Captain and his wife toward each other 
prior to Sept. 7, 1907, was loving and ex- 
emplary. | 

He said that his son on the latter's 
return from the Philippines asked him 
if he (the father) believed the reports 
about the Captain's wife. 

Censured His Father. 

“T told him she had been away for a 
Week und nobody, not even the servants, 
knew where she was, and when she re- 
turned she was in bed a week. The 
Captain censured me for not letting him 
know about these things and said he 
Wanted me to help him investigate and 
Settle it. ‘We can go to the country, 
Where Claudia said she had been, and 
find out if it were true,’ said the Cap- 
tain.” 

The General said his son was greatly 
excited at that time, but would not say 
his condition was irrational. 

District Attorney Dewitt objected to 
the examinatiow of Gen. Hains in re- 
gard to the alleged infidelity of the 
Captain's wife. Judge Garretson ruled 
that the wife's infidelity could not be 
proved until evidence of prior insanity 
in the defendant's case had been es- 
tablished. After getting Gen. Hains to 
@ay his father died from “senile in- 
@anity,”"” Mr. McIntyre excused the wit- 
ness.

with waves, caused by a high southeast 
wind which was sweeping through the 
harbor with almost the force of a gale. 

The boys had been at work several 
days building tneir boat near the quar- 
ters of the St. Louis Rowing Club at 
Chouteau avenue. It was a very shal- 
low, flat-bottomed boat about the size of 
an ordinary skiff. The distinguishing 
feature was the wooden sail to be used 
in place of canvas. 

This was fastened to the bottom of 
the boat in such a way that it could be 
swung from side to side to catch the 
wind. 

It projected over the gunwale and was 
operated by a handle like that of an 
oar. 

A brisk wind was bisteine when the 
boys started on their trip. It increased 
in velocity and by the time they were 
in midstream the water \.as pouring 
into the boat. 

Members of the rowing club saw the 
boys tugging at the handle of their 
wooden sail. The boat was cerried to 
the crest of a wave and when it came 
down it was bottom upward. 

The ferry boat was just starting from 
the Pittsburg Landing. Whistles of 
smaller boats sounded a xs gnal of dis- 
tress and the Medill went to the rescue. 
The wind was so strong and the waves 
were so high that the small boat had 
been carried nearly half a mile to a 
point below the Pittsburg dike before 
the ferry overhauled it and took the 
two half-drowned boys aboard. 


Captain's Story of Rescue. 

“T was just pulling out from the Pitts- 
burg landing when I saw the _ three 
boys struggling in the water,”’ said 
Capt. Joseph Zeller of the ferry boat. 
“The wind was blowing a small gale 
and the waves were from eight to ten 
feet high. I turned the prow of the 
boat downstream and started for the 
boys. I had to run in below them and 
then come up slowly, for the wind was 
so high that the ferry boat would have 
been blewn right over them but for the 
fact that I turned her squarely. up- 
stream and then ran alongside of them. 

“IT have saved the lives of 30 men on 
this river and I never had a harder job 
rescuing anybody. The boys held on to 
the rowboat and almost buried their 
nails in it. As soon as we came up to 
them members of the crew threw out 
ropes And hauled them in. They were 
in the water 15 minutes. Knuemann 
was drowned four or five minutes after 
the boat capsized.” 

Members of the St. Louis Rowing 
Club saw the boat overturn, but the 
Waves were running so high that they 
feared to attempt to reach them in a 
rowboat.

Defense of Stock Brokers. 

“I think the stock broker has a place 
in the economic world, but I do think 
there should be some State control and 
investigation such as there is for banks. 
A brokerage company should not be per- 
mitt-1 to do business that is not per- 
fectly legitimate and.then only when it 
is solvent. 

“‘No, I do not think, as many do, that 
trading in stocks is gambling. It is as 
legitimate as trading in land. If a man 
buys without investigation, merely to 
take a risk, it is sambling. Even if he 
buys on a margin it is as honest as to 
bu: real estate, make pait payment and 
pay interest on the other. If real estate 
goes down below the amount he has 
paid, the land will be sold the same as 
stocks are sold when the margin is 
wiped out. 

“Two years ago I bought some lots in 
Judge Stewart's addition to Columbia 
and did so as an investment. So far 
these lots have not advanced in value 
and it looks now as though they would 
not do so soon. That I lost money is 
due more to the firm with whom I dealt 
than to the methods I pursued. I never 
dealt in stocks before last year. 


Draws 2 Comparison, 

“As I said before, stock dealing and 
real estate dealing are very similar. 
You buy something; if it depreciates in 
value you lose; if it appreciates in value, 
you gain. There is this much difference, 
howeyer: gains and iosses are made 
much quicker in stocks than they are 
in lands and houses. 

“Dr. W. B, Eikins, who was professor 
of philosophy in the University of Mis- 
souri Jast year, and I made our first 
investment in coppers together. So far 
as I know neo other member of the uni- 
versity faculty had any dealings with 
Ennis & Stoppani. In fact, I cannot 
say that any other professors have been 
dealing in stocks. 

“If my brokerage company had been 
conducted as it should, I think my in- 
vestments would have been safe. As it 
was without any State control, the com- 
pany failed and now I do not know 
what i snail get. 

“I would much prefer that nothing be 
said about my little trades. I do not 
consider that I did wrong, but as to the 
amount lost, that is not the public's 
business.” 

Graduate of Cornell, 

Charles A. Ellwood was graduated at 
Cornell University with the Ph. B. 
degree in 189. Three years later he re- 
ceived his doctor's degree at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. lhe taught in the 
University of Nebraska in 1899-1900. ne 
has been a professor in the University 
of Missouri the last eight years. 

A dispatch from New York regarding 
Prof. Ellwood’s investment says: 

“It is said that he first bought about 
twenty shares of Lake Copper, 45 
shares of Adventure Copper and about 
twenty chares of Helvetia Copper. 

“His operations with the firm were 
not all entirely outright. Some securi- 
ties he bought on margins, including 
about seventy-five shares of Calumet 
and Arizona mining stock and 20 shares 
of Amalgamated, as weil as 10 shares 
of Kansas City Southern Railroad. 

‘The stock which he bought and paid

NEW YORK, April 29.—While Mrs. 
Louise Mann, wife of Dr. Charles Mait- 
land Mann of 535 West 1l1lth street, sat 
bound to a chair in her apartment and 
two prize bulldogs, locked in the kitch- 
en, were tearing at the door to reach 


her assailant. a modern Raffles cov- 
ered the# woman with a revolver and 
coolly searched her bureau for jewelry. 
He got gems worth $300, but missed the 
jewel case containing $5000 worth more. 
Then he escaped. 

The burglar entered the Montfort 
apartment house, where the physician 
lives on the first floor, about 4:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and rang the pri- 
vate bell. As the maid was out, Mrs. 
Mann answered in person and admitted 
a handsomely dressed man of middle 
age, who said he wished to see the 
doctor. On being told that he was at- 
tending a patient, but would return 
in half an hour, he inquired if he 
might gvait. Being told that he could, 
he seated himself and picked up a 
magazine. 

Seizes Her From Behind. 

Mrs. Mann had turned to leave the 
room, when she suddenly felt herself 
caught from behind by powerful arms. 
At the same time a hand was clasped 
firmly over her mouth, while a voice 
said quietly: 

‘Don't move or try to yell, for if 
you do I'll have to kill you, and that 
would be disagreeable.” 

Instinctively Mrs. Mann screamed, 
but the screams ended in a gurgle as 
the pressure over her mouth was in- 
stantly increased. At the same moment 
she felt the muzzle of a revolver pressed 
against- her temple. 

“I told you not to do that,” said 
the visitor. “‘All I want is your money 
and valuables, and I’m going to have 
them.’”’ 

Slamming the woman in a chair the 
burglar laid dow his revolver, took 
three lengths of rope from his pocket 
and tied Mrs. Mann’s hands and feet. 
Then he slipped a rope around her 
waist and tied her firmly to the chair. 


Dogs Try to Rescue Her. 
About this time the two bulldogs had 


scented trouble and began to growl. 
The thief heard them, and going to the 
kitchen door, saw that it was securely 
shut. This brought howls from the dogs 
and the sound of teetn on the door jam.

The sho.-ting of Clarence N. Jones in 


' the office of th» Commonwealth Milling 


Co. was described in detail by Herman 
A. Kretschmar, Jones’ slayer and for- 
associate, on the witness 
court Thursday, 
where Kretschmar was on trial for mur-

He was asked to give his movements 
in detail and he told of leaving his room 
at 1718 North Grand avenue, getting a 
“shine” and riding on a car to the mill 
and of getting a Scotch highball in a 
saloon while waiting to transfer from a 
Grand to a Bellefontaine car.

PUBLIC IS USING LESS 





Records Since 1904 Show 
Steady Falling Off in 
Amount Consumed. 





The records of the Water Rates office, 
showing an enormous decrease in the 
consumption of water by big indus- 
trial and public service corporations, 
partly explain why St. Louis will use 
8,212,000,000 gallons less water in 1909 
than fn 1904. It is estimated on a city 
directory basis that the population of 
St. Louls has increased at least 50,00u 
since 194—World’s Fair year—and Wa- 
ter Commissioner Adkins says he can- 
not understand why the consumption of 
water should not h ve been correspond- 
ingly increased, , 

The average daily consumption of wa- 
ter in 1904 was 77,700,000 gallons. In 1908 
it was but 68,900,000 gallons, a decrease 
of 8,800,000 gallons a day. 

Water Commissioner 
alarmed by the steady tren. toward 
“dryness” in St. Louis. An ‘examina- 
tion of the records of the Water Rates 
office by a Post-Dispatch reporter shows 
that many of the large industrial con- 
cerns have reduced their water suppiy 
by many millions of gallons since 1904, 
and that some former big consumers 
have ceased to use city water. 

Lighting Concerns Tap River. 

In 1904 the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. consumed 16.000,000 gallons 
of city water, and in 1909 it will take but 
3,000,000 gallons. ‘uhe company’s new 
plant at the foot of Ashley street is 
built on the bank of the Mississippi, 
from which practically all its water sup- 
ply is taken. .The city cannot force the 
company to use water from the munici- 
pal plant, as it has riparian rights en- 
titling it to use water from the river. 

The Laclede Gas Light Co., which used 
32,000,000 gallons in 1904, has not used 
any city water in the last three months. 
It is also getting its water direct from 
the Mississippi. 

The American Car and Foundry Co.’s 
consumption, on account of the finan- 
cial depression, decreased from 80,(00,- 
000 gallons in 1904 to 8,000,000: the Scul- 
lin-Gallagher Steel Co. has reduced its 
consumption from 64,000,000 in 1904 to 8,- 
000,000, and the St. Louis Union Packing 
Co., which consumed 3,000,000 gallons in 
1904, is defunct. 

The decrease in consumption on the 
part of these five corporations is 176,000,- 
000 gallons a year, leaving still unac- 
counted for 3,036,000,000 gallons. The 
hundreds of other large consumers prob 
ably have decreased their usage in pro 
portion, which offers an explanation 
why the consumption has fallen off an 
average of 8.8 million gallons a day. 

There has been a steady decrease in 
the general consumption of water since 
1944. In 195 the consumption was 72.1 
million gallons a day; in 1906, 70.4 mil- 
lion, in 1907 69.2 millron and in 1908 68.9 
million. 

The financial depression would not ex- 
plain the decrease in consumption in 
1905, 1906 and 1907, w..en business was 
flourishing. The World’s Fair, in 1904, 
drew heavily on the water supply, as 
vast quantities were used for the cas- 
cades and other Exposition purposes. 

The abnormal consumption of water in 
1904 and the business depression of 1905 
are important factors, however, in mak- 
ing the computation. The water was 
clarified in 1904 and clear water was a 
novelty and was liberally used to con- 
vince visitors who had been here in the 
muddy water days that St. Louis had at 
last become a clear-water city. 

Notwithstanding the local option and 
the prohibition wave, the breweries are 
using more water than ever before. 
Most of them have recently added ice 
Plants, and this may account for thei 
increased use of water. Beer drinkers 
say the foamy fluid is no weaker than 
in the old days. 

Many Bathrooms Unused. 

The water rates records show that 742 

fewer residences are served with city 
water in 1909 than in 1908. There has 
also been a rigid enforcement of regula- 
tions against the waste of water, but 
more streets cnd lawns are sprinkled, 
and the Fire Department uses more 
water than ever before. 
, The consumption of water in St. Louis 
grew from 12,900,000 gallons a day in 
1/1 to 6,900,000 ga-lons in 1901. It was 
expected that the consumption would be 
30,000,000,000 gallons » year by 1910, but 
‘tthe consumption will fall 5,000,000.000 
short of that amount in 1909 unless there 
is an unexpected demand for water dur- 
ing the remaining eigh* nonths of this 
year. 

Unless there is a big increase in the 
consumption, Water Commissioner Ad. 
kings sees no immediate necessity of in- 
creasing the capacity of the waterworks. 
He gays he will leave it to Mayor Kreis. 
mann to decide whether the facilities 
are ample to supply the demand for the 
immediate future.

The United States Treasury Depart- 
ment has issued a call to all the na- 
tional banks in the country for state- 
ments cf their financial condition at the 
close of business April 28. St. Louis 
bankers, in speaking Thursday of the 
statements they will cend in, were op- 
gimistic. They all reported large in- 
creases in deposits. 

“There is every indication,” 
banker to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘of 
a revival in business.

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SUPPORTING THE SUGAR TRUST. 

Who ‘makes the profit on sugar? Any school 

oy would say the Sugar Trust does. He would 
be right. But the amount, positive and relative, 
involves intricate calculating. Frank C. Lowry, 
secretary of the committee of wholesale grecers 
working for a reduction of the duties on raw and 
refined sugars, supplies the calculation. 
Mr. Lowry shows the price of sugar is based on 
the value of foreign sugar plus duty and cost 
of refining. On March 29 this was 2.315 cents a 
pound. Add the duty of 1.685 cents and the cost 
to the refiner was 4 cents. The net cash price 
of granulated sugar to the wholesale grocer was 
4.8 cents a pound. The latter's price to the re- 
tailer was 4.90 to 4.95 cents, and the price to the 
consumer was 5 to 5.1 cents. 
Thus the wholesale grocer’s profit is between 
one-tenth and fifteen-hundredths of a cent a 
pound; the retatler’s is about the same, while the 
trust makes eight-tenths of a cent, or four times 
that of the wholesaler and retailer combined. 
The duty on sugar is 78.87 per cent ad valorem. 
On champagne it is 56 per cent, on automobiles 
45, on furs 35,°on diamonds 10 per cent. 
The per capita consumption of sugar in the 
United States last year was 81 pounds. For a 
family of five persons 405 pounds of sugar a year 
cost $21 and the tax on it was approximately $8 
a year. That is the amount the poor man is 
taxed that we may have a Sugar Trust.

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM SOLVED. 
The difficult problem of the safe navigation 
of the Great Lakes appears to be nearer solu- 
tion. To millions of expenditures on channels 
and harbors the Government has now added the 
gunboat Nashville, a gift to the Illinois naval re- 
serves. 
‘It is the hope that the Nashville will do for 
Lake Michigan what the doughty old Yantic, 
the Michigan reserves’ cruiser, has done for the 
difficult channels between Lake Huron and Lake 
Brie. 
_In her service of 10 years on the lakes the 
Yantic has located all the mud banks previously 
uncharted. She has found shoals where none 
were supposed to exist and once she showed 
careless mariners a new possibility by running 
on an island in broad daylight. None of these 
menaces to navigation were considered of im- 
portance until the Yantic proved it. Since her 
achievements merchant mariners have felt safer 
and by taking a course the Yantic has never 
steered they know they are safe. 
With the Nashville doing a similar werk on 
Lake Michigan there need be no further fear 
that a 600-foot freighter can’t run up the Chi- 
cago River without colliding with a brewery, 
for which the ships of naval reserves have a 
known affinity. ‘There’s great work ahead of 
the Nashville and she will run into it or break 
the rule.

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BREAKING THE SOLID SOUTH. 

In his speech at the Grant birthday dinner of 
the Union League Club, President Taft gave 
carefully worded expression to his hope of the 
political division of the South. He suggested 
the possibility of closer union between elements 
in the South and in the North, with similar in- 
terests and views which would loosen the ties 
now binding the Southern States to one party. 
His hope is fairly expressed. His closing sen- 
tence: 
What I am looking forward to is a di- 

vision in the parties in the South, go that 
there shall be tolerance of political opinion 
there, so that in their State Government and 
in their national affairs there shall be more 
than one political creed to be subscribed to 
and supported. 

The President’s hope is not without substan- 
tial foundation, if the Republican party under 
his leadership shall eliminate from partisan poll- 
ties the one issue which holds the Southern 
States together under the Democratic banner. 
If the Republicans will drop the negro question 
and concede to the South freedom to deal with 
the negro as Southern views and interests may 
dictate the Taft point will be gained. 

The South is solid now in political action 
only, not in opinions. Large and influential 
elements of its population are Republican. They 
stand with the Republicans on the tariff and 
other business issues. The tariff traitors of the 
Democratic party come from the South. The 
sugar tariff places Louisiana on the Republican 
side in Congress. Alabama, through its indus- 
trial interests, is honey-combed with protection 
sentiment. The rapid development of manufac- 
tures and trade has brought many sections of 
the South into closer political sympathy with 
Pennsylvania than with their agricultural neigh- 
bors. The commercial centers lean to Repub- 
licanism. 

But has President. Taft counted the cost to his 
party of dividing the South on political lines? 
Will not a division of the North follow a di- 
vision of the South? When the states seek po- 
litical affinities, regardless of sectional lines, 
the consequences are likely to be disastrous to 
Republicanism. 

Relieved of the solid South bogey, Massachu- 
setts would be good fighting ground for. the 
Democrats, especially on the tariff issue. Other 
New England States sympathize with Massa- 
chusetts in tariff views. Not only on the tariff 
question, but on other issues of governmental 
policy the states of the Northwest, especially 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Iowa, are more Dem- 
ocratic than Republicar. Indiana would prob- 
ably join the Democratic column and Illinois 
and Ohio would offer chances of victory. Swap- 
ping these states for Louisiana, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee and Georgia would be a bad bargain. 

From the standpoint of the general welfare 
the obliteration of Mason and Dixon's line would 
be a blessing, but from the standpoint of party 
interest it is more to be feared by the Repub- 
licans than the Democrats.

CONVICTION OF BEACH HARGIS. 

The sentence of life imprisonment for Beach 
Hargis, the young man who killed his father, 
the notorious feudist of Breathitt County, Ken- 
tucky, will meet the requirements of decency 
whether it is exact justice or not. 

Excuses for the young patricide spring up 
readily. He was reared in a vicious environ- 
ment, abused by a father who considered mur- 
der, politics and whisky drinking as the only 
occupation worth while, and he became a true 
product of his surroundings. 

Perhaps this young man killed his father in 
self-defense, but the weight of the testimony 
was lessened by his conduct while out on bail 
after the first jury disagreed. He behaved in a 
manner characteristic of the conventional Ken- 
tucky “bad man” and showed such traits that 
the probability of his having killed in self-de- 
fense was reduced to mere probability. It is a 
gain for Kentucky that Beach Hargis was con- 
victed.

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A PARSIMONIOUS PROGRAM. 

The General Assembly can make no more 
emphatic declaration of indifference to its obli- 
gations than by adhering to the program of par- 
simony already partially outlined. Paring ex- 
penditures down to the proportions of income is 
not a form of judicious or laudable economy 
when the income is notoriously inadequate and 
out of all proportion to the ability of the peo- 
ple to pay. 

The total sum considered desirable for the ad- 
ministration of State affairs for the next biennial 
period is $14,551,441. The sum actually neces- 
sary is $11,184,777. The difference between the 
two probably represents the saving that would 
come from the application of wholesome and 
judicious economy. 

But the estimated income of the State is only 
$8,400,000. Thus Missouri faces a deficit of $2,- 
784,777 if what is necessary is done and a very 
much greater one if the desirable is to be ac- 
complished. 

The only conerete proposition for the solution 
of the problem is to leave much of what is nec- 
essary undone. But the problem is much more 
serious than the figures indicate. The Constitu- 
tion wisely requires that one-third of the reve- 
nue be spent on the public schools of the State. 
Probably the resultant sum is sufficient, 4l- 
though we have no assurance that more than 
the constitutional requirement would not be an 
advisable investment. 

The salaries of State officials and collecting 
the revenue will require $1,054,900. There is no 
chance of diminishing that. 

The whole amount of the cutting will be at 
the expense of the eleemosynary and 3 
al institutions and general appropriation bills. 
The State prison, the asylums, the university, 








| the School’ of Mines, rural high schools and good | 





roads will all suffer. The inadequacy and un- 
wholesomeness of the accommodations of the 
State prison are already a scandal. The State 
University, which has been growing rapidly, not 
only in attendance but in reputation, is to be so 
crippled that one-third of the faculty may have 
to be dismissed and the remainder will prob- 
ably seek new positions. There will be a halt 
in every movement of charitable endeavor and 
of the things it is merely desirable to do there 
will be neither prospect nor hope. 

Missouri, ranking fifth among the states in 
population and as high in ‘wealth and resources, 
is to be written down to the class of an impov- 
erished commonwealth, not able to take care of 
its insane or its imprisoned, shunning its obli- 
gation to educate its youth, neglectful of its ad- 
vantages.

GOING TO SEE HADLEY 





Gulps Coffee, His Only Stim- 
ulant, With Breakfast of 
Eggs and Oatmeal. 


Edward Payson Weston walked out of 
St. Louis by way of Easton avenue, 
Thursday morning. He started from 
the Missouri Athletic Club, where he 
spent the night, at 6:10 a. m. After 
walking through St. Charles County, he 
will strike the Missouri Pacific tracks 
for Kansas City. He will make a brief 


pause at Jefferson City to see Gov. 
Hadley. 

The 7l-year-old pedestrian slept nine 
hours, arising at & o’clock. He went 
across the street to a neighboring res- 
taurant, where he ate his customary 
preakfast of poached eggs and oatmeal, 
with generous gulps of coffee. 

Coffee, by the way, is Weston’s sole 
stimulative drink. The Gotham-to- 
Frisco walker looks upon all intoxicat- 
ing beverages as born of the blackest 
pits of perdition. He hates liquor with 
the vehemence of Carrie Nation. Alco- 
hol, he holds, impairs he vitality. A 
‘‘boozer’’ never can be a walker, says 
Weston. 

Has Walked 1364 Miles. 

Weston has completed 1364 miles of 
hig 4300-mile walk across the continent 
when he reached St. Louis, having left 
New York March 15 with designs on 
San Francisco by July 8 Leaving out 
Sundays, this gives him 10 walking 
days to do his task. 

Weston has a peculiar stride for a 
long-distance walker of international 
fame. His gait is hardly more than a 
shuffle and his stride is about half the 
length of the stride of the average 
man. 

But what was impressed on a Post- 
Dispatch reporter wno walked with him 
for several miles was that his stride 
never changed and the pace was prac- 
tically the same all the time—except 
when he was going uphill. 

He carries a short walking stick that 
resembles closely a riding crop. He 
holds it in his right hand, always at 
the center. Unlike many other walkers, 
he swings his arms very little. For 
several miles before he entered East St. 
Louis Wednesday afternoon his left 
hand grasped the lapel! of his coat and 
he looked more as if he were out for 
a Sunday stroll than a transcontinental 
walk. 





Careful About His Feet. 

He 1s as careful about saving his feet 
from injury as Paderewski is about his 
hands. When he enterg a village or 
city and a crowd follows him he always 
asks someone to walk five feet behind 
him and to keep those back of him at 
this distance. He is afraid of having 
his heels stepped on and being put out 
of walking commission for several days. 
He does not care who is in front of 
him and elbows his way through crowds 
like a young man. 

His manager, J. C. Schinkel, who goes 
ahead with his clothes and meets him 
on the outskirts of the places where he 
spends ihe night, is continually  in- 
structing him not to talk while walking. 

He religiously keeps to his determina- 
tion to cover all the way on foot and 
unassisted. When Ashley Scott in a 
big automobile went over to East §&t. 
Louis Wednesday afternoon to meet the 
famous walker and offered him a lift 
Weston explained that he would not so 
much as lean on a man’s arm while he 
was walking. 

“I’m 108 miles ahead of my schedule 
now,” he said, ‘‘and I don’t need any 
assistance. I'll] be further ahead than 
that when I get to San Francisco.” 

Laughs at Threatened Arrest, 

Although he was very angry at his 
threatened arrest in Brooklyn. IIl., by 
a negro marshal, after he walked into 
St. Louis all of his irritation had dis- 
appeared. 

“You see,” he laughed, “I write a 
story every night for a New York 
paper, and this will make the best one 
I have yet sent them. I never ex- 
perienced such a thing before. Lucky 
I didn’t have my revolver along or that 
nigger would have been a dead one.” 

The famous walker is a small man— 
about 5 feet 6 inches in height, and 
weights at present 140 pounds. He has 
lost 13 pounds on the trip. His face fs 
bronzed by the sun of many states, 
although he wears a farmer's broad- 
brimmed straw hat. He wears walk- 
ins boots of heavy make, gaiters, Eng- 
lish golf trousers and Norfolk coat. 

Before Weston entered St. Leuis yes- 
terday he went to a barber shop and, 
after a shave, his manager gave him 
a new white shirt that had frills at the 
sleeves and collar, and also a white 
yatching cap. He entered St. Louis 
without his coat and probably 2000 per- 
sons cheered hi mas he walked from 
Eads Bridge te the Missouri Athletic 
ub.

Harrison, four times Mayor of Chicago, 
has listened to the lure of a fifth term 
of office, packed his belongings and 
next week will leave for the Windy 
City.

With Unfavorable Weather the 
Principal Factor, Shorts Cover 
Liberally; Offerings Light. 











The weather — pit conditions, at present 
dominating factors in determining price 
movements on wheat, again favored the 
bulls Thursday, and prices were bid up to 
further largé advances.

At the start Liverpool showed a 
decline of ad to 44. but ater rallied and 
closed unchanged r the day, Estimates 
piace the Argentine shipments at a sharp 
decrease. 

Receipts in all positions were very light. 
Stocks continue to decrease, shipments still 
being of good volume, and there was no 
diminution of the strong cash demand. The
